TEMPORARILY VEILED. 


THE FACE OF THE STATUE OF LIBERTY HID 
DEN FROM VIEW. 


AFrench Flag to Replace the Canvas Cor 
ering—The Electric Light Arrangement 
Appointment of Parade Officers—The Near- 
est Living Relative of Washington to Take 
Partin the Parade—The Grand Pyrotech- 
nic Display. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

NEw Tonk, October 21.—A temporary veil 
was thrown across the face ot the Statue of 
Liberty yesterday, and the face will be kept 
from view until the ceremonies on October 28. 
The piece of canvas covering the features ap- 
pears like a small handkerchief, but in reality 
it is more than fifty feet long by nineteen in 
height. The canvas will be replaced in a few 
days by a large French flag. It will be drawn 
aside for a few moments when M. Bartholdi 
passes the great statue on his arrival from 
France. The iron staircase which winds 
through the pedestal is completed. Yesterday 
& force of men were busy fitting the glass 
plates into the apertures in tho 
torch, through which the electric lights will 
shine. The cases for the reflectors and lamps 
atthe angles of the parapets, which will n- 
luminate the statue, are nearly finished. The 
electric light wires have been strung along the 
fortifications and the long cable connecting 
the batteries with the lamps in the torch will 
be put in at once.

A FAIR CHARGE. 


The Acquittal of Dr. Schlegel of St. Louis at 
Jersey City. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-DrsrArom. 

New Yorx, October 21. — It is doubtful 
whether a fairer charge was ever given to a 
jury than that of Judge McGill of Jersey City, 
yesterday, to the twelve men who were to de- 
cide whether or not Dr. Schlegel of St. Louis, 
Mo., was guilty of robbing the Lorillard to- 
bacco firm of a valuable patent, by reason of 
an analysis of the flavoriug substance, ‘‘Mr, 
Schlegel, he said, in opening his address to 
the jury, ‘‘isachemist employed by a large 
house—that of Liggett & Meyer, plug tobacco 
manufacturers of St. Louis. During October, 
1884, the defendant was given a six weeks 
vacation, and it is alleged that during 
that period he came to Jersey City, 
where the Lorillards are established, to 
introduce a flavoring extract. The Lorillards 
had a flavoring extract for plug tobacco, 
recognized as the ‘Climax.’ It is alleged 
that Schlegel went to a Mrs. Feith, who intro- 
duced him to Mary Buckley, but who after- 
ward becume Mrs. Crawford. The introduc- 
tion took place in Mrs. Moulton’s house on 
Grove street, this city. It is alleged that Mrs. 
Crawford stored $6 worth of this composition, 


which she secured from James Mack, an em- 
ploye of the establishment, The case itself is 
a particularly important one. On one hand it 
is alleged that asecret of incalculable value 
secured, while on 
other side that allegation is 
Prof. Schiegel is an * educated man, 
and if guilty of the charge he deservesto be 
punished; ifinnocent he should be returned 
to his field of usefulness. 

There are two charges against the defend- 
ant, the Judge continued, one for larceny 
of goods valued at $25, and another for receiv- 
ing stolen property. It is on the latter charge 
that the State asks aconviction. To convict 
you must agree on three counts. It is alleged, 
first, that some ‘Climax’ substance was 
stolen; second, itis claimed that these goods 
were received from the thief; third, you must 
satisfy yourselves that the chemist must have 
known that the powders were stolen. It is a 
principle of law that goods in the 
custody of a servant are the property 
of the master, and if the goods 
are removed felonlously, it is a larceny. Does 
the testimony satisfy you that the defendant 
was aware of the fact that the extract was sto- 
len? Ifyou have any reasonable doubt upon 
any one of the three points you must acquit 
the defendant.’’ 

The detense entered twenty-five objections, 
the main one being thatJas. Mack stole the 
ingredients. The 2 retired and inside of 
halfan hour brought in a verdict of not guilty. 
The defendant, as soon as the announcement 
was received, was surrounded by a host of 
friends,among whom were A. Q. Keasby, ex- 
Judge Garrettson, H. W. Winfield, M. Solin- 
ger and Geo. Smith of St. Louis, who repre- 
sented the defense during thetrial.

SEVERAL NATIONAL BANKS VOLUNTARILY 
GOING INTO LIQUIDATION. 


The High Premium on Bends the Cause—In- 
vestigation of the Philadelphia Pest-Office 
Scandal—The Smuggling of Articles by 
United States Naval Officers—Dividends to 
Creditors of Insolvent National Banks. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., October A. —It is un- 
derstood that several national banks have 
signified their purpose to enter into voluntary 
liquidation and reorganize under State law. 


ne reason for such course is the diffi- 
culty of replacing their called bonds with 
others on account of the high premium, A 
withdrawal from the National banking system 
involves the surrender of circulation, but the 
banks which have come to this conclusion are 
of the opinion that the rofits 
of circulation are not sufficient 
to compensate for the heavy premium on 
bonds. It has been suggested to the National 
banks that any views which they might desire 
to suggest on the. subject would meet 
with consideration at the Treasury 
Department, but the suggestion does not ap- 
ear to have been responded to to any extent. 
n his forthcoming report the Comptroller of 
the Ourrency will, in all proBability, discuss 
the question of amending the law relative to 
security of bank circulation. 
SMUGGLING BY NAVAL OFFICERS. 

Apropos of the report of the arrest of the 
naval officers at Newport for smuggling, old 
naval officers in this city say it is not 
unusual for ships running from for- 
eign stations to bring home tourists 
and other dutiable articles, such as casks of 
rum, cigars, jewelry, etc. The practice has 
been universal throughout the navy for 
many years, and until recently the Custom- 
house Officials never examined naval vessels 
upon reaching a home port: Itis absurd,they 
say, to charge that navai officers would openly 
violate the customs laws as they are as a rule 
as conscientious in observing all of the laws 
of the United States as any class of men alive. 
It is natural, and until recently it was never 
thought otherwise than proper for naval 
officers, when abroad, to think of the 
relatives and friends at home, and make 
purchases for them. There is scarcely 
@ naval vessel which cruises in the West 
Indies, but returns to the United States with 
several thousand cigars, numerous cases of 
bay rum, Santa Cruz rum and other products 
of the islands. These articles are not brough 
home to be sold, but simply as presents t 
relatives and friends.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 21.—The Comp- 
troller of the currency has declared dividends 
to the creditors of insolvent National Banks,

589; Pacific National Bank of Boston, a fourth 
dividend of 5 per cent, making in all 20 per 
cent on claims proved amounting to 22, 
201,997; First National Bank of Angelica, N. 
Y., a second dividend of 25 percent, making 
in all 75 per cent on claims proved amount- 
ing to 449, 879. 


The Philadelphia Post Office. 


WASHINGTON, October 21.—The commission 
of post office inspectors who made an exami- 
nation of the Philadelphia post office have 
made their report. They say they find Post- 


master Harrity a young man, somewhat lack- 
ing in business experience, but honest and 
desirous of making a good service; that many 
mistakes have been made in the delivery de- 
partment; that the commission believe many of 
them were made on purpose by some of the 
old carriers who would intentionally give the 
new men letters which did rot belong to their 
routes; that this was done to force the post- 
masterto retain certain unfit men, and the 
commission recommends that as fast as one of 
these intentional errors can be certainly 
traced the guilty man be discharged. 


Geronimo’s Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 21. —It is 
to-day learned the District Attorney of Arig 
zona recently represented to the Attorney Gen- 
eral that sufficient evidence was obtainable 
to convict Geronimo and his braves of mur- 
der before a civil tribunal, and that in view 
of that fact, Gov. Zulick of Arizona had 
requested the President to cause the 
military officers t surrender the hostiles to 
the civil authorities of the Territory for trial. 
Notwithstanding this request, the action of 
the President in ordering the  confine- 
ment of the Indians at Fort Pickens, is 
accepted by the War Department as conclu- 
sive evidence of the intention of the Govern- 
ment to treat them as prisoners of war and not 
as ordinary marauders, amenable to civil 
jurisdiction.

CLEVELAND AT RICHMOND. 
The President Delivers an Eloquent Speech 
at the State Fair. 


RICHMOND, Va. ,October 21.—The Presidential 
party arrived at Elba Station, West Broad 
street, shortly before noon where they 
were met by the Governor of the 
State and the Reception Committee 
with proper escort and convey- 
ances. A few minutes“ drive brought the 
party to the Fair Grounds, and as the head of 
the line filed into the main entrance the Presi- 


dential salute of twenty-one guns was 
fred by the Richmond; Howitzers. 
Inside the gates, drawn up 


in line, were the military, consisting of the 
First Regiment of Virginia, Richmond Light 
Infantry Blues and three companies of Visit- 
ing soldiery, also a battalion of colored 
troops. As the carriages bearing the 
President and Cabinet officers passed, the mil- 
itary remained at present arms. Welcoming 
shouts of the many thousands greeted the 
President along the route to one of the main 
buildings, where the party was to be received. 
The guests were ushered into the office of the 
President of the Agricultural Society, where 
the members of the st committee, and 


a few other distinguished citizens 
wers formally introduced. Half 
an hour later the President, 


taking the arm of Gov. Lee, made his way, 
cheered by the shouts of 10,000 voices, to the 
veranda of the office building and faced the 
welcoming multitudes. The huzzas having 
ceased, Col. Robert Beverley, President of 
the Agricultural Society, stepped forward and 
introduced Gov. Lee, who, in a brief speech, 
extended the welcome of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia to the President of the Nation. The 
President was then introduced by Col. Beverley 
ho, in behalf of the farmers of Virginia 
icomed him to their State. Deafenin and 
rolonged cheers and wild waving of hand- 
erchiefs and hats greeted him. 
THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

In a clear voice, loud enough to be heard 
upon the borders of the great multitude, he 
spoke as follows: 

FELLOW-CITIZENS OF VIRGINIA—While I thank 
you most sincerely for your kind reception 
and recognize in the heartiness the hospitality 
for which the people of Virginia have always 
been distinguished, I am fully aware 
that your demonstration of welcome is ten- 
dered, not to an individual, but to an incum- 
bent of an office which crowns the Government 
ofthe United States.

THE ‘“‘BOODLER’S” DEFENSE, 


Ex-Alderman McCabe Produces a Certifi- 
cate of Insanity at His Trial. 


New Tonk, October 21,—Ex-‘‘Boodle’’- 
Alderman McCabe was arraigned to-day for 
trial in the Courtof General Sessions. There 
was a large crowd of interested spectators 
in court, and the corridors leading 
to the court were thronged with people 


unable to gain admittance. McCabe sat with 
his wife and counsel in frontof the bar. He 
looked pale and careworn. When Judge Cow- 
ing took his seatthe District Attorney called 
McCabe's case. His counsel asked for an 
adjournment in order that associate counsel 
who was arguing a case in another court might 
be present. Shortly after this the as- 
sociate counsel, William F. Howe, made 
his appearance in court, and submitted the 
following affidavit made by Dr. Hammond, 
late Surgeon-General of the United States 
army, and a recognized authority on meutal 
disorder. It reads: 
No. 34 WEST FIFTY-FOURTH STREET, 
NEW YORK, October 20, 1866. 

This afternoon I made a personal examina- 
tion of Francis McCabe, confinedin Ludlow 
Street Jail. I find that he is in a men- 


tal condition approaching imbecility. His 
mind is wandering and it ap- 
ears to be difficult for bim to 


Salient his ideas so as to give prompt and co- 
herent answers to simple questions. His 
memory is defective in regard to the names of 
persons whom he knows familiarly. Not 
that he actually forgets them, but he 
is obliged to hesitate for sometime before they 
come to his recollection. In regard to events 
of recent date there is the same difficulty. He 
sits quietly, as I learned from his wife 
and keeper, all day, without saying 
a word unless spoken to, and during my visit 
of nearly an hour, he made no remark 


unless I drew it out of him. by 
a question. He appeared to have no 
clear perception of his situation. Of 


course, most of these morbid appearances 
might have been assumed, but there were two 
of decisive importance that were altogether 


beyond his control. The right pupil 
is larger than the other, and 
there is muscular twitching of 
the tongue. What I have observed, 


taken in connection with the accounts of 
him, given by persons who have long known 


him, and the fact of his hav- 
ing received, some four or five 
years since, a severe inju of 
the skull, leads me to the conclusion that 


there is reasonable ground to suspect the 
existence of incipient insanity, properly 
known as paresis or general paralysis of the 
brain. 11 he 18 no deceiving 
me, he is undoubtedly of unsound 
mind. If he were an ordinary patient with no 
inducement to assume insanity, I should 
unhesitatingly pronounce him alunatic. Un- 
der the circumstances, I can — no more than 
than is contained in the foregoing statement. 
With further opportunity to examine himI 
think a definite opinion could be given. 
WILLIAM A. MMOND.”’ 
A petition from Mary E. McCabe, the de- 
fendant’s wifé, was also read, praying 
the Court to appoint a commission to inquire 
into her husband’s ge Dr. W. H all, 
in an affidavit, said that in 1882 McCabe 
was thrown from a carriage and received an 
injury on the head from which it was doutful 
if he ever recovered. Another affidavit from 
C. J. Farray of No. 102 West Third street, said 
that McCabe had acted like an insane person 
for the last four years. 
Judge Cowing announced that he would 
have a jury impannelled to ie the question of 
McCabe’s mental condition. District- Attorney 
Martine was not prepared to proceed at 
once desiring an opportunity to have the de- 
fendant examined by Doctors E. McDonaid 
and Allen McLean Hamilton. The defendant’s 
counsel agreed to be in readiness for the trial 
on one day’s notice.

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PROBABLY FATAL ACCIDENT. 


A Woman Terribly Injured by the Explosion 
of a Wringer. 


The employes of the Union Steam Laundry 
at Eighth and Poplar streets, just east of the 
mouth of the tunnel, were startled by a ter- 
rific explosion in the wash and engine-room 


‘oh tore out apart of the front and scat- 
ee pena — ot iron in every direction. 
The engineer was standing near his engine 
«hen the explosion happened and was 
startied by the falling of a heavy piece of iron 
nearhim. He looked toward the front and 
saw one of the washerwomen, covered with 
blood, on her knees clinging to the 
soap-box. The forewoman, who was standing 
by the woman who was injured, was terribly 
frightened, but was not hurt. An ambu- 
lance was summoned and the 
injured woman was conveyed to the Dispen- 
sary and thence to the City Hospital. The 
accident was caused by the flying to pieces of 
a centrifugal wringer, or ‘*whizzer, 
as it is called b the laundry 
people. It is a large cylinder of copper and 
thickly perforated with holes. The eylin- 
der rests on a shaft which is 
turned by * wheel and band 
from the engine. Around the wringer is a 
larger cylinder of cast iron to catch the 
water thrown out of the clothes which 
are put in the wringer by its rapid 
revolutions. The wringer revolves necessarily 
with extreme rapidity in order to do its 
work, and it is supposed that 
a fiaw in the wringer caused it to 
fly apart and it broke the iron covering into 
pieces. Partsof the iron flew through the 
door across the street, broke a steam pipe and 
scattered all over the engine room. 

The injured woman and the acting forewo- 
man, Minnie Phillips, were standing at the 
wash tubs near the wringer when 
the explosion occurred. Scarcely a 
— of the machine was left together. 
fiss Phillips stated that she had just filled 
the wringer with clothing and started it when 
the accident took place. The in- 
jured woman was employed for 
the first time yesterday and no one about 
the place knew her. She was taken to the 
Dispensary where her injuries were dressed. 
Her head and face were terribly cut, the skull 
being laid bare over the eye. Her 
arm was cut, her hip dislocated and 
probably fracturea and her chest and back in- 
jured. It is thought that her wounds will 
rove fatal. She gave the name of Bridget 
aters and stated that she lives at No. 13 South 
Sixteenth street and is married.

INSURANCE LEGISLATION. 


Convention of Insurance Men Outline a De- 
sired Law—Officers Elected. 


In this morning’s session of the eleventh 
annual convention of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Association of America 
the minutes of the preceding day were read 
and approved. 
On the special order of business, form- 
ulating a law for Missouri, Col. G. F. 


Potter, the chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed, presented the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the Committee on 
Legislation be and 18 hereby 
instructed to formulate a bill ä the 
provisions of the first sectio 
the Pennsylvania law relating to 
the conditions to be complied with 
before a company can do business. 
and the general provisions of the 
Massachusetts law, providng that 
fraternal associations now organized 
under section 10 chapter 21 of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri and those now transacting 
business under the lodge system or society plan 
shall be exempted from the operation of the 
insurance law and shall be protected in their 
right to do business in the State but may 
at their option become subject 5 
the provisions of said bill, and that said bil 
be first submitted to the repre- 
sentatives of the various fra- 
ternal societies doing business in this State for 
their approval, and after such approval said 
bill shall be presented to the Missouri Legisia- 
ture at its next session. 

The resolution was adopted. 

A discussion here followed on the question, 
„Does the ra@io of expenses to losses paid, 
as published in the reports of the seyeral 
insurance departments, mislead the 
public, and what is the correct test of 
economy of management.“ after which a res- 
olution was presented and adopted to the ef- 
fect that it did mislead the public, and re- 
questing the departments of the several 
states to cease giving ratio of losses paid, 
and to substitute ratio of expense to mean 
amount of insurance in force.

Agreater change for an actor than from 
Hamlet to Bertuccio in ‘‘Fool’s Revenge’’ 
could scarcely be found. Itis from Hyperion 
to the Satyr, from the delineation of a noble 
and intellectual man struggling with a fearful 
problem and his own nature to the depiction 
of a deformed man with a mind partaking of 
the warp in his body and with noindecision or 
halting dally with the problems of con- 
science, life and morality, but with two burn- 
ing passions—hate and love. 

There is here no inward discussion of the 
right to revenge, no prick of conscience, no 
unnerving philosophy. His motives are clear 
and urgent, his resolution firm, his execution 
prompt. The consuming thirst for revenge 
stops at no obstacle and gloats over the antic- 
ipation of an enemy’s misery. 

The thrilling plot and melodramatic charac- 
ter call for no acute analysis of motives, no 
delicate shading of ill-defined emotions, but 
rather the vivid expression of changing but 
overmastering passions. The partis not thor- 
oughly in the line of Mr. Booth’s finest moods 
and best endeavor, but to his artistic qualities 
and mastery of expression he addeda vigor 
and superb strength of passion that swept 
every one along in the current of his own 
feverish delight or frigntful torment. 

Mr. Booth merged his identity completely 
in the characterand gave himself up to its 
grotesque and repellant outlines with a gen- 
uine earnestness which gained his audience at 


once. He was the character, not Mr. Booth, 
in it, and his jibes, his satire, his thrusts of 
poisoned wit, which were hot from the blasts 
of his hate, seemed a part of his nature. 

It wasinthe scene with his daughter that 
the first touch of his grand art was made 
manifest. There was expressed the love of an 
isolated heart embittered against 
all others for one object which 
represents its all, the only darling 
treasure of hissoul. Added to this was the 
haunting fear of ill which throws around it all 
the solicitude, the nervous dread, the melting 
tenderness of which asingle love in a desert 
of hate can be capable. Added tothis again was 
the desire for revenge which bursts through 
all bonds and despite love shows itself, where 
his own strongest prompting would keep it 
hid and would display only what is fair and 
beautiful in human nature. In this battle of 
two passions the art ofthe actor blended them 
with such consummate skill that distinct as 
were the two they seemed the natural elements 
of the same nature. 

Leading his audience breathlessly through 
his own diabolical plot which would ruin an 
enemy, buat robs him of his own child to 
throw her to the wolves, his own hand aiding, 
his tongue abetting, and then gloating and 
capering in fiendish delight atthe success of 
his plan, which, in the weakness and futility 
of his blind vengeance, is signing the warrant 
for his own despair, that aeme of grotesque 
horror which would fill one’s soul at seeing a 
man unwittingly dancing on his own gallows. 
jeering at the dread disease which is chilling 
his own life’s blood, smacking his lips over 
the cup that is to poison himself, capering 
with horrid glee over his own coflin in his own 
grave, isreached. 

Then the urging of the murder of the one 
dearest persen on earth to him. Then the 
demon’s defight of viewing the misery of a 
worse than death-stricken foe. The heart 
stops 9 and the blood runs cold. Can 
tongue or face express the cumulated hor- 
rors ofthe awakening that must come? Can 
art picture the writhing remorse and despair 
of such a discovery? 

The first blank surprise atthe knowledge of 
a mistake passes and is mirrored for an in- 
stant in the artist's face, then the suspicion 
which blanches the cheek, then the horribie 
reality that turns the heart into stone and 

into @ quivering mass of ten- 

flesh Whipped and lacerated, 

and * ‘by the furies of 
its own creation. The baffled, beaten, self- 
ruined cripple, who has fed on grief and 
has builded his hope of happiness on the grat- 
ification of his revenge; finds another inex- 
pressible sorrow added to the crushing loas 
and his own poisoned dagger turned into his 
own heart. 

Then was the terrible sense of his weakness 
and inability to save his daughter, the beating 
of broken wings, the hurling of flesh and 
blood against massive iron, the fighting 
against fate. The aspect of despair changes 
in an instant to the hollow laughter and piti- 
ful gibes and capers of forced merriment. 
Only to save her, to get through that door, joy 
over her ruin is assumed,mocking delight that 
ill bides the feverishterror. The culmination 
of that hell of reality and pretense is the dance 
and jesting plea that changes to a despairing 

rayer that ends ina pitiable moan, which 

ries to mingle with heart-breaking sob the 
jangle of discordant false laughter, at the 


— 


feet of Torelli. After bursting through the 


door his first impulse to spring to the table 
and maintain the assumption of the fool to 
save his treasure is the last grotesque note 
that a sword’s thrust checks and that finds its 
redeeming end in the change of the word 
**curse’’ to forgive“ as death stills his heart. 

This is Mr. Booth’s Bertuccio. Through all 
its mastering passion with this sense of the 
— — and the horrible hovering over it, 

e maintains his artistic finish, his subdued 
force which never substitutes lung-power and 
a flood of action for genuine force and intelli- 
gent expression. An art which can reach the 
result through quiet channels where less skill 
requires a mountain gorge isa thing of won- 
der. Mr. Booth attains the finest result, but 
one scarcely chooses to see him in the play. 
It is not suited to the best that is in him, nor 
to that art which finds its truest expression in 
the voicing of the finer emotions and thoughts 
of humanity. 

Mr. John Malone did his best work of the 
week so far as Guido; Miss Emma Vaders made 
a sweet and effective Fiordelisa and the com- 
pany generally were satisfactory, G. 8.

A PRISON BLAZE. 


Fire Destroys Several Fine Buildings in the 
Ohio Penitentiary. 


COLUMBUS, O., October 21.—A destructive 
fire occurred at the Ohio Penitentiary at an 
early hourthis morning. It was located in 
the northern portion of the enclosure in the 
middie row of shops. The fire had its origin 
in the shop of the Columbus Wheel and Bend- 
ing Company, owned by Eberly, Killian & Co., 
most of the firm being residents of Pennsyl- 


vania. At the north is located the cooper 
shop; on the east the chair shop of the J. : 
Dann Co., a building similar in size and con- 
struction to the wheel shop. Onthe west of 
the wheel shop is the Gill Foundry, and at the 
south the hoe shop. All of these are fine brick 
structures, filled with expensive machinery 
and fine stock, thus making the fire in tue 
center of much valuable property. To add to 
the danger the gas-works and large reservoir 
were located immediately east of the chair 
shop, the distance separating all of 
the Ben being merely narrow streets or 
passageways. The prison fire department 
were unable to accomplish anything from the 
fact that the stand-pipe did not give the requi - 
site pressure. Thecity department did not 
reach the fire for half an hour atter the build- 
ings were well burning. There was but one 
totally destroyed and two others were par- 
tially burned outinstde. The total loss will 
not reach over $20,000, and it is about half eov- 
ered by insurance.

A FEMALE ANARCHIST. 


MES, LUCY PARSCNS ON THE PROSPECT OF 
ANARCHY IN AMERICA. 


The Present the Evolutionary Stage of An- 
archism—Complete Extinction of the Mid- 
dle Class Necessary Before Reaching the 
Revolutionary Period—The Coming Strug- 
le- Convietion of the Chicago Anarchists 
an Injustice. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DIsPATCH. 

New YorK, October 21.—Mrs. Lucy Parsons, 
wite of the Chicago anarchist, who is one of 
the seven now under sentence of death for 
bomb throwing in the Haymarket riots in Chi- 
cago, has been stopping with friends in this 
city since Saturday night. Her abode has 
studiously been kept secret from reporters, 
and the most diligent search failed to discover 
her. After the meeting Sunday afternoon she 
withdrew to the seclusion of a house up-town. 
Yesterday she passed, in paying her respects 
to her anarchist friends, at the home of an 
East Side saloon-keeper, where the Posrt- 
DISPATCH correspondent found her. 
Mra. Parsons, who said she had 
not sought for newspaper notoriety 
since she came to New York, seated herself in 
aneasy chair and chatted intelligently and 
earnestly about the cause she represented, 
tor a full hour. In reply tothe reporter’s in- 
guiry as to the prospect of anarchy in this 
country and the world in general, the woman 
anarchist dropped her eyes for a moment in 
deep thought and said: The is the evolu- 
tionary stage of anarchism. The revolution- 
ary period will be reached when the great 
middle classes are practically extinct. The 
great monopolies and corporations and syn- 
dicates, met with on every hand, are now 
rapidly extinguishing the middie classes, 
which we regard as the great bulwark between 
the monopoly and the great producing or 
working classes. There will come a time when 
there will be in this world 

ONLY TWO CLASSES, 
the possessing class and the non-possess- 
ing class, the middle classes having been 
forced into the wage class owing tothe enor- 
mous capital now needed to remain in the 
field of production. These two classes will 
therefore find themselves arrayed against 


each other; a struggle in the revolutionary 
stage will come, and the order of things in the 
world will be changed by the people them- 
selves.’’ . 

„Will the change come peaceably?’’ 

‘*] think not, for all history shows that 
every attempt to wrest from the wealthy and 
powerful that which they have has been 
made by force. The vanguard of this strug- 
gling army will be found in America, because 
Americans’ will never submit to being forced 
to the conditions of the European masses. 
All the signs of the times show that the figkt 
will begin bere. Witness the strikes without 
number that have swept up and down this 
broad land like a grand cyclone. Millionaires 
are made herein one generation, whereas it 
takes centuries in Europe, and that isa fact 
that proves that Americans will respond to 
the call quicker. The wage system in this 
country has now reached its full hls 
ment. It no longer satisfies the needs 
and wants of the people; tacts which are 
illustrated by the poverty and starvation 
to be met with in the midst of plenty. 

‘When this struggle comes and culminates 
in the sovereignty of the people, what sort of 
a state will follow under anarchism?“ 

„Well, first let us look at the derivation of 

anarchism. It means without rule. We pre- 
suppose that the wage system has been abol- 
ished. There wage-slavery ends and anarchy 
begins, but you must not confuse this state 
with the revolutionary period, as people are 
in the habit of doing. We hold that the trade 
unions are the embryonic group of the ideal 
groups,including all industrial trades, such as 
the farmer, shoemaker, hatter, printer, 
painter, cigarmaker, and others who will 
maintain themselves apart and distinct from 
the whole. We ask for the 
DECENTRALIZATION OF POWER 
from the central government into the groups 
or classes. The farmers will supply so much 
of the land products, the shoemakers so much 
in shoes, the hatter so many hats, and so on, 
allof them measuring the consumption by 
statistics which will be accurately compiled. 
Land will be in common, and there will be no 
rent, no interest and no profit. Therefore, 
there will be no Jay Goulds, no Vanderbilts, 
no corporations and no moneyed power. 
Drudgery, such as exists to-day, will be re- 
duced to a minimum. The number of hours 
of labor will be reduced and people will have 
more time for pleasure and cultivation of the 
mind. We base all these results on natural 
reasons, believing that nature has implanted 
in every man, in common with all his fellows, 
certain instincts and certain capacities. Ifa 
man won’t work, nature makes him starve. 
So in our State you must work or starve. 
But we claim that the sum of haman hap- 
piness will be increased while the drudgery, 
poverty and misery of the world to-day, all 
due to the powerful concentration of capital, 
will be done away with. It will be impossible 
for amanto accumulate Gould’s wealth, be- 
cause there would be no such thing as profit. 
There would be no over-production, because 
only enough of any one article would be pro- 
‘juced to meet the demand.“ 
„How is this change to be brought about?“ 
That comes in the revolutionary stage and 
will happen, as I said, when the final 
great struggle of the masses against 
the moneyed ,0wers takes place. 
The money an wages now found 
in the possession of the wage class represents 
the bare necessaries of life; nothing over 
when the bills from one week to another are 
peid. The rest goes to the profit-taking 
classes ard that is why we call the system 
wage slavery.’’ 

What criticism of the present form of gov- 
ernment do you make?’’ 

„All political government must necessarily 
become despotic, because all government 
tends to become centralized in the hands of 
the few, who breed corruption among them- 
selves and in a very short time disconnect 
themselves from the body of the people. The 
American republic is a good illustration, Here 
we have 

A SEMBLANCE OF A REPUBLIC, 
of a democracy, but it has failen into the 
hands of a powerful few, who rule with a des- 

otism absolutely impossible in Europe. I 
fave but to refer you to the Carter Harrison 
interview not long ago in the Won, in which 
he remarked that the atrocities committed by 
the Haymarket Anarchists in Chicago would 
not have been suffered in any monarchy in 
Europe, and would have overturned Victoria’s 
throne. Wesee in this Government a huge 
machine turned against the will of the people 
by those who control it, Congressmen and 
Senators buy their seats of office, and are not 
in sympathy with the people. We claim these 
things are made possible because of our 
economic condition; in other words, people 
must be economically free before they are in 
condition to even have a choice as to a politica: 
form of government.’’ 

„What have you to say of the Chicago 
troubles?’’ 

**Regurding the sentence to death of the 
seven brave men, I must express my sense of 
its injustice. The evidence wn trial did not 
show that they were guilty of bomb-throwing, 
but even if it did show the bomb was thrown 
by an anarchist, yet they were not violating 
any law of the Constitution, for that instru- 
ment expressly defines the free right of all 
men to meetin unmolested assemblage.

They have four combination time 
locks. Two of the combinations are only 
known to one officer and twoto another, so 
that it requires two officers to open them. 
There are twenty-four massive steel bolts 
which hold the doors fast when closed. In- 
side of these main doors are lighter doors, 
which are always kept lock except when 
one is passing in or out. Wien the vault are 
massive ventilators,which are kept open during 
the day, and by an ingenious contrivance the 
doors cannot be closed until the ventilators are 
closed. 

The safety drawers in the vault have all dif- 
ferent locks and cannot be opened, excepting 
with the aid of an attendant. The larger de- 
posit compartments are fitted with compii- 
cated combination locks. The combinations 
or locks are changed at the loss of keys or 
change of depositors. By another ingenious 
electric signal system the slightest tampering 
with a door or ventilator out of office hours 
rings an alarm at the office and at the nearest 
police station. The wails of the safe are of al- 
ternate plates of steel and chilled iron, with 
_ of flre- proof material and are very 
thick. 

ARMED GUARDS ARE REQUIRED 
toexamineevery nook ofthe establishment, 
every half hour the safe being built so that 
every side may be inspected and the watch- 
man must touch the knobs of a system which, 
by electricity, punches dots in a sheet of paper 
in an indicator, thus keeping a faithful record 
ofthe rounds for the inspection of the Super- 
intendent. 

On one side of the vault are convenient 
little coupon offices with desk and writing ma- 
terials for the use of depositors. These are 
furnished with knobs to call attendants or to 
sound an alarm and indicatorin the office 
showing at oncein what partof the estab- 
lishment aid is required. The east side within 
is given up to ladies and there is a reading- 
room exquisitely decorated and furnished 
with rich rugs, soft easy chairs and lounges 
and tables on which are the latest periodicals 
and papers. There are toilet rooms and 
every possible convenience. Ladies can 
transact business there or do whatever they 
wish. Adjoining the room are also coupon 
offices. 

In the basement are immense storage vaults 
for bulkier valuables, guarded in the same 
careful manner, while the foundations of 
the large vault are so constructed as to be 
open to inspection. Electric lights are placed 
throughout the building. As a precaution 
also against mobs or riots there are steam 
pipes connected with boilers with which at a 
moment's notice the surrounding streets may 
be flooded with steam. There are elevators 
and every device for convenience and se- 
curity that human ingenuity can invent. 
There is even an electric system by which a 
touch on a knob closes and locks every exit. 
The establishment is a wonder in its way 
and combined with its costly elegance there 
is — which laughs at burglars, fires or 
mobs.

A DAMAGE SUIT OF INTEREST TO BUSINEss 
MEN AND HOTEL-KEEPERS. 


Litigation Growing Out of the Fall Festivities 
and the Hotel Rush—A Forbearing Hus 
band’s Recital of Domestic Ruin Canseq 
by Liquor—Matters in Probate To-Day- 
Notes Under the Dome. 


A damage suit of some interest to the large 
class of business men who have permanent 
quarters at hotels was filed to-day in the Cir. 
cuit Court by E. J. White in behalt of C. k. 
Armstrong. The proceeding is against Mr. 
James H. Hurst and Mr. = Armstrong 
asks for $11,000 damages. He states 
that in the year 1885 he rented room 
No. 64 of Hurst’s Hotel, for $15 a month, and 
has continued to occupy it regularly, paying 
his bills promptly every month. On the iis 
of September last, at the commencement 
Conclave week, he alleges that Mr. Huy 
wanted him to give up his room, saying thu 
he could rent it to other parties 


at a larger profit on account of the crowds of 
visitors in the city. In fact, Mr. Hurst told 
him that he had already rented the room. Mr, 
Armstrong states that he refused to vicate, 
and that Mr. Hurst threatened to turn bis 
proverty outof the room, 

On the morning of the 2d of October Mr, 
Hurst again demanded that the room be given 
up in order that the hotel could make use of it 
2 Fair week. Mr. Armstrong asked 
for his bill for September, and was ready to 
pay the regular price, $15, for the use of the 
room, but Mr. Hurst tendered him a Dili 
for $42.50, stating that he could have 
made that amount out of the room if Mr. Arm- 
strong had given up the use of it as he wag 
requested, Mr. Armstrong alleges that he re- 
fused to pay $42. and that Mr. Hurst de. 
nounced him in vile and vulgar language in 
the presence of several people and Said 
that he would attach his property and 
make him pay the bill. Subsequently, a suit 
was entered in Jastice Taaffe’s Court and on 
the false plea of non-rgsidence, an attach.

CHICAGO, October 21—Judge Prent 
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GLUED ON. 


JOS. P. VASTINE REFUSES TO WITHDRA 
FROM THE BEPUBLICAN TICKET. 


He Tells Judge George Denison That He Will 
Not Retire Under Fire—His Determination 
Final and Unalterable—The Republican 
City Committee Snubbed Again What the 
Law and Order League Will Do—Pelitical 
Gossip. 


JudgeJos. P. Vastine, who claims to be the 
reguiar Republican candidate for Judge of the 
Criminal Court, is stilla good-sized thorn in 
the side ot his party. At yester- 
day afternoon’s meeting of the 
Republican City Central Committee, a com- 
mittee was appointed with Judge Geo. Deni- 
sonas chairman to wait upon Mr. Vastine 
to-day and ascertain if he intends to remain 
in the race, and, if possible, to dissuade him 
from so doing. 

The hope was expressed by the committec- 
men that Vastine would alter his mind about 
being a candidate,that he would see the folly of 
continuing in the race with an opponent for 
the same office in his own party, and that he 
would withdraw for the purpose of increasing 
Mr. Lodge’s chances. The subject was dis- 
cussed freely, and the seriousness, not to 
say hopelessness, of the situation 
with Vastine as a candidate was 


fully recognized by all. It was reported that 
if properly approached Vastine would pursue 
the course desired by the committee and the 
committeemen dispersed, confident that their 
plan would succeed. 

This morning a PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
found Judge Denison and Mr. Vastine 
at the latter’s office. When asked 
what his the com- 
mittee would be, Mr. Vastine said: 
„Iwill say to you now, in Judge Denison’s 
presence, that upto this morning Iwas dis. 
posed to receive the suggestion of the 
committee in a favorable manner, but 
when I read the Globe-Democrat’s fresh 
attacks upon me in to-day’s paper, I deter- 
mined not to retire under fire. he Globe is 
the mouthpiece of the party faction which has 
been persecuting me and its course this morn- 
ing in renewing its fire upon me has 
placed me in the same position which I occu- 
pied when the last so-called Republican Con- 
vention met. I cannot withdraw without hav- 
ing my action construed as a confession of the 
vile, scurrilous charges made against me.“ 

Then you are still a candidate?’’

These positive statements by Mr. Vastine, 
made in the presence of the chairman of the 
committee appointed by the Republican 
City Central Committee, settles beyond doubt 
his position with regard to his candidacy, and 
inthe coming election the Kepublicans will 
have two nominees for Judge of the Criminal 
Court in the field. 


The Law and Order League. 


A great deal of anxiety is felt by politicians 
and candidates of both of the older parties 
over the position of the Law 
and Order League in the campaign.

THE INDIAN CAMPAIGN. 


Gen. Miles’ Order Congratulating His Troops 
An Interesting Document. 


Fort LEAVENWORTH, Kan., October 21.—The 
order of Gen. Milesannouncing to his troops 
the close of the Indlan campaign in Arizona 
has been made public, and is an interesting 
document. He congratulates the men upon the 
re-establishment of permanent peace and se- 
curity against future depredations of the hos- 
tile Apaches, the result of their fortitude and 
endurance in the fleld. Gen. Miles mentions 
individual acts of heroism on the part of of- 


cers and men during the campaign, the most. 


conspicuous being the conduct of Lieut. P. H. 
Clark, Tenth cavalry, and Private John Con- 
radi of Capt. Hatfield's Fourth cavalry troop. 
Gen. Miles then relates the operations of the 
campaign since last April, and proceeds as 
follows: Lou have effected the subjugation 
of the hostiles under Geronimo and Natchez, 
and with the exception of one small thieving 
party now in Chihuahua, Mexico, all have 
been removed to a place of safe custody. At 
the same time the entire tribe of Chiracahua 
and Warm Spring Indians, whose presence 
has been a menace to the settlements’ and 
whose camps haye for years been the ren- 
dezvous, the source of supplies and the safe 
refuge of the hostile element, have been 

ENTIRELY REMOVED FROM THESE TERRITORIES. 
Thanks to your nobie efforts, the hostiles 
were allowed to remain but twenty-six days 
within our territory and were so hotly pur- 
sued that they committed but fourteen mur- 
ders. From this time on the hostiles never 
returned to the American side but to surren- 
der, and it was then that Capt. Lawton,Fourth 
Cavalry, with his command, took up the trail, 
which he followed for three months, 1,600 
miles over mountains, sometimes 10,000 feet 
high, and through arid valleys and canons, 
beneath a burning sun, without water 


and frequently hardly stopping forfood. At 
times almost barefooted, with only such pro- 
visions as their pack mules carried, they 
marched on and over cacti and rocks in the 
fevered districts of Old Mexico, and never al- 
lowed the hostiles to rest. On the Yaqui River 
and in the District of Montezuma, July 13, 
Capt. Lawton’s command surprised and 
CAPTURED THE HOSTILE CAMP. 
No hesitation is felt in pronouncing this 
steady, tireless march of resolute men in their 
purpose to succeed as one of the most remark- 
able in the history of military achievements. 
The march of Lebos’ troops, twenty miles in 
two hours; Benson’s ride of ninety miles in 
nineteen hours and Dr. Hood’s skill and re- 
markable marches with a detachment of in- 
fantry are worthy of mention. The discom- 
fiture of the Indians had been such that in 
June evidences of weakening had been dis- 
covered, and after a most vigorous campaign of 
three months, in which they had been pursued 
more than two thousand miles, an opportunity 
occurred. Lieut. Wilder, Fourth Cavalry, 
then went withacommand near Fronteras, 
Mexico, to notify them to surrender. Four 
days later Lieut. Gatewood, Sixth Cavalry, 
rode into their presence at the risk of 
his life, and without any assurance of a 
peaceable reception demanded their surren- 
der — two friendly Apaches. Finding 
no place of safe refuge and troops in every sec- 
tion, the leaders desired to see Capt. Lawton 
and requested favorable terms. Their re- 
quests were refused and Capt. Lawton was 
authorized to receive their surrender as 
PRISONERS OF WAR. 

The Indians agreed to surrender to the De- 
poker Commander and marched with Capt. 

awton’s command to Skeleton Canon, Ariz., 
for that purpose, and on the 4th of September, 
on hearing that their tribe was being removed 
from their native country, worn down and ex- 
hausted, they surrendered as prisoners of 
war, trusting entirely to the honor of 
brave officers and soldiers who had pursued 
and fought them incessantly for four long 
weary months, and placed themselves and 
families at the mercy of the Government. In 
addition to the above another most important 
achievement has been attained, namely, the 
absolute removal of the entire tribes of the 
Chiracahua and Warm Spring Indians from the 
Apache reservation to a place remote from the 
mountainous regions of Arizona and New 
Mexico.

A FAMILY FEUD, 


WHICH LED THOMAS CLARKSON TO SHOOT’ 
ANDREW CARROLL THIS MORNING, 


A Row in a Blind Alley Winding Up in Blood 
and Wounds for Both Participants—Car- 
roll Narrowly Escapes Death and Clark- 
son Gets Badly Distigured—Conflicting Ac- 
counts ofthe Affair. 


A shooting scrape occurred this morning at 
11;30 o’clock in the blind alley, which runs 
from Walnut, between Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
streets, and is stopped by Phillibert & Johan- 
ning’s planing mill on Market. The vrincipals 
in the affair were Andy Carroll and Thomas 
G. Clarkson. Carroll is a district inspector in 
the department of the Assessor and Collector 
of Water Rates, and is well known among 
local politicians. He has been a district water 
inspector for the past six months. 
Clarkson says he is a civil engineer. It was 
Clarkson who did the shooting, and the 
wound he inflicted is an ugly and inconven- 
lent, though not a dangerous one. The pistol, 
according to one account, was placed di- 
rectly in contact with the thick muscles 
on the side of the neck and fired. 


The bullet plowed its way downward and is- 
sued out of the back probably six inches 
from the Spot where it entered. In the fray 
Clarkson’s head and face was badly beaten

© men conflict materially in their state- 
ments of the manner ip which the affair oc- 
curred. At the City Dispensary, whither both 
men were taken after the battle, Carroll made 
this statement: 

CARROLL’S STATEMENT. 

He said that he dated the origin of the 
trouble back to some time ago, when his 
brother, at his suggestion, had Clarkson fined 
for drawing a weapon on him. Nothing had 

assed between them until this morn- 
ng, when Clarkson approached him as 
he was engaged in cleaning a water box in the 
rear of 17 South Fifteenth street. Clarkson 
chatted pleasantly with him for 
a few moments and then walked 
away. Carroll says he then stooped to 
resume his work and in a moment or two 
heard Clarkson, who had returned mean- 
while, say: thought I’d come 
back and another word with 
vou,“ at same time pressing a 
pistol to his neck and firing. Carroll grappled 
with him, wrenched the pistol from his grasp, 
and beat him over the head and face with 
it. He was stopped in this proceeding 
by a 17-year-old boy named Andy Johnson, a 
laborer in Phillibert & Johanning’s mill. 
Johnson took the pistol away from Carroll, 
who walked with him into the office 
of the mill. Clarkson was arrested 
and taken to the City Dispensary 
where his injuries were dressed, and then 
locked up in the Four Courts on a charge of 
assault to kiil. The weapon was a large-sized 
Smith & Wesson revolver. 

The story as given above is carried out by 
the course of the ball, which shows that he 
must have beeninastooping position when’ 
shot, together with the fact that his face is 
badly powder-burnt.

Carroll lives at 
No. 3640 Cook avenue. 

Carroll gave another account of the affair in 
which he says that the ex- policeman after ac- 
costing him this morning in the alley 
asked him some questions about the cost of an 
alley, which Carroll answered, and then Clark 
son walked away. Carroll again 
went on with his work and 
was stooping down digging at 
the box, when he heard Clarkson, who had 
returned unobserved by him, say: ‘*1 thought 

would come back and 
again.’’ . up 
work Carroll saw Olarkson standing over 
him with a revolver pointed at his head. The 
water turnkey grabbed at the revolver to pre- 
rons himself from being shot and Clarkson 
red. 

Wresting the weapon from him, Carroll 
struck Clarkson three or four blows with it 
over the face and head cutting several ugly 
gashes and knocking the barrel of the weapon 
out of position.

An Unusually Interesting and Comprehen- 
sive Statement of the Stocks of Wheat. 


» CINCINNATI, October 21.—The Cincinnati 
Price Current of to-day contains an unusually 
interesting and comprehensive statement in 
regard to comparative stocks of wheat in the 
United States on October 1, with much of 
kindred information. It is shown that the 
total available stocks were 320,000,000 bushels, 
flour included, being 4,000,000 in excess ofa 
ear ago, and 79,000,000 less than two years 
ans, also 11.000, 000 less than the 
average for six years previous to 1886, for Oc- 
tober 1. -Computations are made indicating 
an invisible available supply of wheat exclus- 
ive of flour, which are the lowest in seven 
ears excepting 1881, and 21,000,000 bushels be- 
ow the average for six years previous to 1886, 
for October 1. These exhibits show that 18 per 
cent of the entire wheat supply is now reported 
in the visibie stocks against 16 per cent last 
year, and 6% per cent as the average for the 
previous five years, thus showing a very 
marked ~Jvance in the proportion of wheat 
appearing in the visible supply statements. 
Spetial reports in regard to stocks of old 
corm in Western States show moderate or low 
gupplies in lowa, Missouri and Kansas, good 
upplies in Nebraska and Onio, and fairly 
ood, about usual stocks for the season, in 
filincis, Indiana, Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Number of hogs packed in the West durin 
the week, 145,000, against 105,000 last week — 
395,000 during corresponding time last year.
